Three Hundred gnd Fifty Ralilroads

East of the Mississippl Petition
| Commeree Commission to Permit
Increase of Rates,

Washington, D. C., (Special.)—The
Inter-State Commerce Commission is
about to take up omne of the largest
questions yet to come before thgt
body—whether 350 railroads operating
east of thé Mississippi river and
north of the Ohio and Potomac rivers
shall be permitted to increase their
freight rgtes.

This question is of direct import-
ance to North Carolina where Govern-
or Craig has just issued a call for gn
! extraordinary session of the Legisla-
ture to adjust freight rates in the State
and incidentally it affects every rail-
road in the United States that opergtes
across a State lime. If the commis-
' sion authorizes the Eastern railrogds,
lwbich ask authority to increase ail
rates o per cent, representing in the
aggregate $42,000,000, the same au.

!cperating in other sections of the
| country. This is a fact conceded by
all parties in interest.

{ So the proposal of the Easterm rail-
‘roads affects all railroads and all
shippers. The pending inguiry will
~Le coneluded late this yegr, and ‘a de-
'cision will be announced early in the
' new year. According te railroad man.
agers, the outcome will determine
whether the railrogds are to be profit-
able or unprofitable in the immediate
future.
